JuLtaA.—The best plan that we know of is to keep lemon- 
juice always in readiness. With that and the addition of 
pounded sugar lemonade may be prepared in a few minutes, 
Lemon-juice may be preserved in good condition for some 
time in the following manner :—Squeeze the juice from the 
lemons and strain it through muslin, so as not to allow any 
of the pulp to pass. Put the juice into small phials, and 
fill them only so near to the top as to admit of pouring into 
each half a spoonful of sweet oil. Cork the phials, and set 
them upright in a cold place. When the lemon-juice is 
panuived. for use, open such a sized phial as may be used in 
two or three days; wind some clean cotton round a skewer, 
and, dipping it in, the oil will soon be absorbed, and when 
it is all removed the juice will be as fine as when first 
bottled. 

A CorRrEsPoNDENT offers (from experience) the following 
suggestions to Lady Herminia:—‘ Honey 1s very effectual 
when gently rubbed on the face or hands while they are 
still moist from washing; then let the honey be partiall 
washed off with clear water and the skin dried with a soft 
towel. This is a more agreeable plan than keeping it on 
the face all night.

NEW BENEVOLENT INSTITUTION FOR 
MILLINERS AND DRESSMAKERS. 


Ir is creditable to the enlightenment of the age 
that not a year passes without some new effort on 
behalf of superannuated or worn-out industry, by 
which, in the hour of sickness or old age, it shall 
be entitled to the protection of a retreat partly 


LN IP PORE 
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provided by its own previous exertions, and partly 
by the generosity of the richer section of society. 
We had rather claim these efforts for the justice 
than the humanity of the day. It has been 
longer said than practically acknowledged that the 
labourer is worthy of his hire. The proverb has 
been quoted oftener to strengthen an argument 
than to enforce a duty; and it is left to this age 
not only to admit the labourer’s desert, but to see 
that he gets it. 
But it has been especially reserved to our time 
to afford to female industry that protection which 
the louder clamours of the other sex had already in 
part obtained, Itis, for instance, a new thing to hear 
of institutions for the relief of governesses, of which 
there are no less than three recently established, 
The barristers for two years have given an annual 
ball in aid of the distressed needlewomen ; and 
other efforts have been made which reflect the 
highest honour on this century, and furnish the 
most unquestionable proof of its claim to respect. 
It is true that the necessity for these efforts has of 
late increased; but it always existed, though, as 
as far as the humanity of society was affected, it 
existed in vain, It would, perhaps, be attributing 
to the employments of the governess, the milliner, 
and dressmaker, and more particularly to that of the 
needlewoman, a prosperity which would agreeably 
astonish those engaged in them, were we to 
say that they afford, in many instances, the 
means by which industrious young women, re- 
duced in circumstances, maintain their parents 
or younger brothers and sisters. And the most 
heart-rending details assure us that in hun- 
dreds of cases the subsistence derivable from 
these occupations is often not enough to support 
life, except in a condition next to destitution. 
Upon the testimony of Lord Ashley we repeat the 
fact that madhouses of the metropolis have received 
no trifling addition to their unhappy inmates from 
the ranks of overworked dressmakers. But, at all 
events, we know well enough that to turn dress- 
maker, milliner, needlewoman, or governess, is 
almost the only resource which is left to the 
daughters of unfortunate families ; and, knowing 
that, it is the business of society to make it as 
profitable and as complete as possible. ; 
Efforts towards this end are being made in 
every direction. On Wednesday last a meeting 
(to which we refer in another column) was held 
at Willis’s Room, attended by Lord Ashley,. the 
Duke of Argyll, the Earl of Arundel and Surrey, 
Mr. B, B, Cabbell, M.P., Dr. Brewer, the Hon.

Drury Lane, violent asit was, appear mere child’s 
play. In 1822 the first English company of actors 
attempted to perform at the Porte St. Martin. A 
Mr, Penley took the company over; and the piece 
to be enacted was ‘‘ The School for Scandal.”” The 
theatre was crowded to suffocation. Long before 
the time for commencing the comedy the row 
began; and, when the curtain rose, the hooting 
and yelling were so terrific that, in comparison, 
the noise at Drury Lance was as the sweet 
breathings of the south. The French were not 
to be satisfied with noise only; the actors were 
pelted with sou pieces and other things, At last, 
so enraged was the audience that the whole pit 
rose like one man, and a determined rush was made 
towards the stage. ‘The scene of confusion was 
now terrific; the musicians flew for their lives; 
their instruments trampled to pieces; and what 
dreadful scenes might have happened none can 
tell ; but two files of soldiers, with fixed bayonets, 
having formed a line entirely across the stage, the 
infuriated mob was kept at bay. This was the re- 
ception of the first English actors in Paris. And 
why ? Because, like those at Drury Lane, they took 
possession of a theatre where they had no business 
to be. When they appeared in another place they 
wereallowed to fulfil their vocation as undisturbedly 
as the French actors have done at the St. James’s.

Mn. Eptror,—Having observed that you never , 


allow prejudice to blind your eyes to justice, I feel 
quite certain that you will permit the insertion of the 
lines in your excellent paper. On Saturday 
last I produced a new piece at the Princess’s Theatre 
with unequivocal success; jt was called “ The Spirit 
of Gold ;”” and as the audience appeared to be delighted 
with it from first to last, and more at last than at 
first; so that I began to think I had done something 
very clever. But, alas! a very few hours sufficed to 
wake me from my blissful dream ; for Lread an untrue 
statement in the Observer, a semi-praising-abusing 
article in the Times, and a brutal attack in the 
Herald, _ Now, with the mere opinions of the re- 
viewers in these papers I have no wish to quarrel— 
every man has a right to an opinion; and they may 
think me a very stupid author, and I may think them 
very stupid crities, and perhaps neither of us is very 
far from right in our estimation of cach other. But 
this is not the cause of my writing to you, but to cor- 
rect @ misstatement in the Observer, to the effect that, 
although the bills announce the piece to be original, 
itis, ‘fin reality, @ translation or an adaptation from 
the French.” I beg, in reply, to state that it is 
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neither the one nor the other; and that, if it prove 
otherwise than as I state, I must be a most extra- 
ordinary creature, for I shall have translated that 
which I have never read, seen, or heard of. For 
what J] know there may be pieces in French, Italian, 
German, Hindoo, or Cherokee, exactly like mine, 
but ‘* mine own is still mine own;’’ and I do not in- 
tend to give up any little credit that may be my due 
for having attempted to be, even in a slight degree, 
original. My piece is not a translation of any foreign 
drama. I wrote to this effect to the four leading 
morning papers; but, although some of them could 
find space enough to abuse me, they could not find 
space enough for the very few lines I wrotein my own 
defence, with the exception of the Morning Post, a 
paper I have ever found most willing to do justice 
whenever its aid is solicited.—I am, Mr. Editor, your 
obedient servant, G. Hernert Ropweuu.

Borter Exriosron at Preston. — S1x 
Prrsons Kirtep.—On Saturday morning a boiler 
explosion, by which eight persons have lost their lives, 
and others have been seriously injured, occurred at 
the cotton-mill of Mr. Hollis, Preston, The mill is 
known by the name of the Sovereign, and has be- 
come notorious for the misfortunes which have oc- 
curred at it. About two years ago the buildings were 
destroyed by fire, when Mr. Pickles, the then owner, 
fella victim. The engine of the present mill is about 
26-horse paver, on the high-pressure principle, and 
was supplied by steam by a boiler of considerable di- 
mensions, situate in the buildings at the west end of 
the premises, At a few minutes before nine o’clock 
on Saturday morning a number of hands employed in 
the mill were sitting in the boiler-house taking their 
breakfast, the engine not being at work at the time. 
The engine-tender, William Durham, was holding up 
a Jadder to adjust the ball of the safety-valve, when an 
explosion took place, and the room was immediately 
filled with a cloud of steam; the fire and ashes being 
driven forward through an open door into a yard in 
front, and breaking the windows of a_ building 
directly opposite, The neighbours immediately has- 
tened to the assistance of those who might be injured; 
and on entering the yard saw a number of persons 
running about near the boiler-house in a state of 
frantic agony, and others endeavouring to leave the 
house, being less able to assist themselves, The engine- 
tender, Durham, was found near the door shrieking for 
assistance; his clothes were so completely destroyed 
by the steam that they dropped from his body. Seven 
others were found in a more or less mjured condition ; 
The catastrophe is attributed to the yielding of two of 
the flue-plates, to the want of sufficient water in the 
boiler, and to various other causes, The engineer, 
Durham, it is said, shortly before his death declared 
he had for sometime past had misgivings as to the 
condition of the boiler. He alleged that there were 
cracks in the plates of the boiler, and leaks from the 
bolts, and that the third plate (which proves to be the 
one ruptured) was particularly weak and faulty, By 
the later accounts, two more, named Evan Evans and 
Elizabeth Lowe, had died from the injuries received, 
An inquest was held on the bodies on Monday, before 
Richard Palmer, Esq., the coroner, when, the evidence 
tendered proving a deficient supply of water had caused 
the explosion, a verdict of ‘‘ Accidental death” was re- 
turned. 


The New York papers describe a dreadful 
steam-boat explosion not far from Bladon Springs, on 
the Tompigbee river. Both boilers were burst, tear- 
ing the boat in all directions. A great number of 
persons were injured and many killed.

The animal 
immediately resented, and struck his keeper to the 
round, crushing him to death afterwards with his 
oot. This is the second keeper, within a few years, 
who has been killed by this elephant, who was gene- 
rally tractable, and walked about the gardens on gala 
nights with an Eastern car behind him.

Atkins immediately resolved upon destroying the 
animal, and, for this purpose, two ounces of russic 
acid and twenty-five. grains of aconite were adminis- 
tered to him in a bun; but, beyond a slight uneasiness 
for about five minutes, the elephant did not seem to be 
at all affected by the poison. After waiting three- 
quarters of an hour, and finding the poison was not 
likely to take effect, it was determined to shoot the 
animal. A detachment of the 52nd Rifles, who are at 
present stationed in Liverpool, were sent for, and 
twelve men having entered the den, they waited their 
opportunity and fired. The animal staggered and 
leant against the den. Another dozen of riflemen 
entered and fired. This brought the animal to the 
ground, and he died instantly, The poor man who 
has lost his life was literally flattened, every rib in his 
body being broken. Amongst the gentlemen who were 
present when the animal was destroyed was Van 
Amburgh, who is at present filling an engagement at 
the Theatre Royal. There were also several medical 
gentlemen in attendance to assist in destroying the 
animal. The animal cost £800 eleven years ago, but 
was worth more than £1000. 


Tue Porsonine Cases AT BrisToL.—VER- 
DICT OF MURDER AGAINST THE FatHER,—On Mon- 
day the juries in these cases, which we described 
fully last week, reassembled for the purpose of 
proceeding with their inquiries. ‘The first case enter- 
tained was that of the old lady, Mrs. Michael. Mr. 
Herepath stated that he had found no arsenic in the 
body, and was confident none was there. He had, 
however, found metallic mercury ; but whether it had 
been administered in the form of corrosive sublimate, 
a few grains of which are sufficient to cause death, or 
in the form of calomel, it was impossible for him to 
discover in a body so long interred and so much 
decomposed. None of the organs could be discovered, 
but the lower viscera had become reduced to a black, 
dryish mass. Mr. erences be surgeon, who had 
attended the deceased in her last illness, stated that 
she appeared to suffer from serous apoplexy, for 
which he gave her calomel. Witness subsequently 
made a post-mortem examination, but only opened the 
head, as he punctured his thumb in the operation, and 
he discovered in the head what he considered a con- 
firmation of his opinion that she had died from serous 
apoplexy. The jury returned a verdict that the de- 
ceased died from causes to the jurors unknown. The 
inquiry as to the death of the elder of the children was 
then resumed by calling Harriett Hill, sister of Mr. 
Thomas Wellington Hill, from whose testimony it ap- 
peared that after the death of the infant no oneremained 
in the house at night with Mr. Hill and his children, 
Witness used to go there from between ten and eleven 
o’clock in the forenoon, till between seven and eight 
o’clock at night, but she did not stay there by day ; 
before she came in the morning breakfast was over, 
having been prepared by Mr. Hill. He would then 
cook the dinner himself, and the tea, He also made 
the gruel and the arrowroot for the children, and gave 
it to them himself. ‘This witness also stated that the 
little boy died at about ten o’clock in the morning, 
whereas Mr. Hill had represented to Mr. Humpage 
that ‘* he sunk during the night.’’ A druggist, named 
Reed, was also called, and proved that Mr. Hill once 
sent to him for muriate of mercury, when witness sent 
the submuriate, or calomel. Mr. Hill calledthe next 
day, and said he wanted a preparation that was so- 
luble, to make a lotion; corrosive sublimate was given 
to him, and, onhis being told it was poison, he said he 
knew it. The coroner having summed up the evi- 
dence, the jury consulted, and returned a verdict of

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Royau Instrrution.—On Saturday last Dr. 
Faraday concluded his course of lectures on the allied 
phenomena of the chemical and electrical forces, in 
the presence of a very numerous audience. ‘The chief 
point to which he directed attention was, the cause of 
the difference between the phenomena of voltaic and 
of frictional electricity, his object being to prove that 
they are really identical, having in his former lectures 
traced chemical force to the development of electricity 
in the voltaic battery. The marked differences between 
frictional and voltaic electricity, which were dwelt 
upon so much in the preceding lecture, are caused 
entirely by the different degrees of intensity in which 
the force is developed; and Dr. Faraday showed, in 
the present lecture, that, by diminishing the intensity 
of frictional electricity, the phenomena may be ren- 
dered similar, the great difficulty in showing these 
effects being caused by the very small quantity of 
electricity that can be evolved in a given time even by 
the most powerful electrical machine when compared 
with the amount evolved by the voltaic battery. 
Though the machine employed was a plate of glass, 
about four feet in diameter, which yielded a rapid 
Succession of strong sparks five inches long, it would 
require about five million turns of the plate to produce 
a quantity of electricity equal to that evolved by a 
grain of water in the Voltaic battery. The different 
uppearances of the sparks emitted in the highest state 
of intensity from the electrical machine rom those 
produced by the discharge of electricity accumulated 
in the Leyden jar, and the alterations the light and the 
length of the sparks may undergo by being transmitted 
through various media, were shown in numerous ex- 
periments, Though the rapidity of the electric spark 
is evidently very great, it far exceeds, in reality, the 
appearance to the eye, for the duration of the impres. 
sion on the retina after the light is extinct occasions a 
prolongation of the effect. It has been ascertained by 
Mr, Wheatstone that the duration of the light of the 
spark is less than the millionth part of a second, and 
Dr, Faraday exhibited the mode by which this fact had 
been established. A concave mirror, placed horizon- 
tally, was made to revolve with great rapidity by mul- 
liplying wheels, and when in action a bright light 
fiom the combustion of lime was reflected to a focus 
onthe ceiling. The,rapidity of the motion caused the 
light to form a circle, in the same manner as the turn- 
ing rapidly round of a lighted stick or any other bright 
object seems to form a circle, in consequence of the 
impression on the retina remaining until the impres- 
sion is renewed by the return of the light to its former 
place. When an electric spark was substituted for the 
permanent light, each spark was seen separately, and 
no circle or prolongation of the light was produced. 
The velocity of the mirror and the number of succes- 
sive sparks being known, an approximation can be 
obtained to the duration of the light. It is in conse- 
quence of this instantaneous duration of electrical 
discharges that they fail to produce many of the effects

She has usually been 
educated as you are having your daughters educated 
by Aer—to the end of morality, knowledge, and accom- 
lsione to fit her for this world—to the end of 
sounder and deeper and stronger elements, to fit her 
for the next! our governess, remember, teaches for 
heaven as wellas for the earth! She is most fre- 
quently, by some home-disappointment, struck from 
the tenderness of the parental roof and flung upon the 
buffets of the world. It is precisely because she was 
unfitted for poverty, and bred to the education and 
manners of a higher sphere, that she will do Jor you, 
She is of more value on account of her misfortunes, 
for we have no normal schools of governesses; the 
craft would scarcely pay for their rearing, nor could 
those who are so poor that they must bring their 
daughters up to teach afford the education that would 
qualify them for teaching. 

Remember, we pray you, these things. You may 
generally take it, then, as a rule—for the reverse is, 
indeed, the exception—that the governess was 
originally a gentlewoman, bred to a igher destiny, 
She has passed from the possession of qualifications 
which once were luxuries—from the sweet cultivation 
of the sister arts—from drawings which stirred the 
admiration of her mother’s visitors—from music 
readily afforded to charm her father’s friends—from 
language spoken in fluent conversation with the 
foreign guest—from manners meant to adorn the 
hospitalities of her native home. From all these she 
has passed—by the will of Heaven or the world’s 
blow—and by‘a kind of reversionary interest in her 
very being they have become yours, <All these 
accomplishments are bestowed upon a pittance that 
would not pay your cook. Your children grow up to 
paint and sing, and play and dance, and speak the 
mellifluous Telling and the sparkling French; and there 
she sits in her lonely room above, the living fountain of 
their graces and their charms ! She remembers when 
she was an isolation of praise and idolatry in her

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR, 

The Authorship of the Letters of Junius Elucidated. 
By John Britton, F.S.A. Smith, Old Compton- 
street, 

If there i is really the ** mysterious box with three 
seals’ which is said to secrete the unpublished 
letters of Junius, and is preserved at Stowe, when 
is that box to be opened? But another question 
should be first answered—would it set at rest the 
aching anxiety, the curiosity that grows intense 
with defeat, to lay hold of the veritable man who 
gave birth to these compositions, which would never 
have been half so much extolled or reprobated 
had the author taken less care, or none, to 
conceal himself? Respecting this point we are 
bound to confess a rejudice which perhaps may 
savour toostronglyof t he philosophical tomeet much 
sympathy. But, candidly, we had rather not know 
who Junius was, While the question remains in 
doubt, there is a world of indefinite pleasure in 
fancying who he was or could be. Every little 
trace interests us, The mystery is delightful, 
though alittle provoking, And having read the 
three years’ letters once, and twice, and oftener, if 
the truth is to be spoken, and designing some time 
toindulge a savage interval with one more perusal, 
we have doubts, were the box with three seals to 
unveil the mystery at once, whether we could 
muster courage or interest to put our resolution into 
practice, 

Mr, Britton, whose book should be read by 
everybody who cares for its subject, inclines, and 
strongly, to the belief that Colonel Barré was the 
author of these celebrated letters. That theory, 
he admits, is not original, having been broached 
bo far back as the Phied 18138, in the Morning Herald 
newspaper, in the following terms :— “Tt is said that 
the author of the celebrated letters of Junius has 
been positively ascertained, and that thoy were 
written by the Marquis of Lansdowne, father of 
® present nobleman who bears that title. The 
secret, it appears, was not discovered by its con. 
nection with any political affairs; but by some 
verses in the possession of a lady, who had'a copy 
of them before they were transmitted to the 
printer for publication, and the handwriting of the 
marquis is ascertained beyond the possibility of 
adoubt. It is well known that the marquis was 
long suspected of being the author, and it is 
by no means improbable that he wrote the letters 
in conjunction with his intimate friends, Dunning 
and Colonel Barré, the one supplying the legal 
knowledge, and the other many of the bitter 
sarcasms which were spread through them, and 
which are quite in the manner of the colonel, who 
also probably furnished the military information,” 
Whether the marquis, previously Lord Shel- 
burne, wrote or participated in the writing of the 
letters, it is unquestionable that he was aware 
of their author. A week before his death he w as 
appealed to on the subject by Sir Richard Phillips, 
who communicated to the editor of ** The M onthly 
Magazine” an account of their conversation, in 
the course of which the marquis said, “I am 
not equal to Junius; I could not be the author ; 
but the grounds of secrecy are now so far removed 
by death and change of circumstances, that it is 
unnecessary the author of Junius should much 
longer be unknown, ‘The world are curious about 
him, and T could make a very interesting publica- 
tion on the subject. I knew Junius, and 1 Lknew all 
about the writing and publication of those letters,”’ 
And, further, he declared that Junius « had never 
yet been named. "’ Mr, Britton relies with fair con- 
fidence on this passage, as well as on that which 
speaks of the removal of the grounds of secrecy by 
death, in support of his theory, inasmuch as 
Barré was dead at the time of the conversation, 
and had never, up till that time, been named as 
Junius, 


In a very masterly manner has Mr, Britton 
traced the evidences which favour the supposition 
that Colonel Barré was Junius. We Shall en- 
deavour to follow him briefly through his most pro- 
minent ar guments, 

Between the months of June and 
an anonymous pamphlet was printed and published 
in London, sev erely impeaching und satirizing the 
conduct of General Townsend as commander of 
the Quebee expedition after the death of Wolfe. 
There is abundant internal testimony to raise the 
presumption that whoever wrote this pamphlet, en- 
titled * A Letter to a Brigadier-General,”’ was also 
the author of the letters of Junius; and Mr. 
Britton quotes the opinions of several persons who 
would appear competent to judge, and who agree 
that this presumption is legitimate. That our 
readers may form their own opinion, we transfer to 
our pages two of the extracts which Mr. Britton 
has inserted in his :—

¢ has not indulged in any frivolous speculations, 
hor given to evidences a greater weight than they 
Teasonably bear, He admits what tells against 
him, and states how he explains away the difficulty 
IN a straightforward honest manner, which makes 
is arguments winning if not convincing. And, 
ough a second edition would give him an 
Spportunity of expunging matter which cum- 
ers an otherwise lucid statement, and of 
Putting some facts into a better arrangement, we 
feel certain that his book will be read with profit
